27.—Ex-presl- 
dent Taft is working by cable with 
President Wilson in an effort to so 
amend the League of Nations cove­ 
nant as to make it acceptable to op­ 
position Republicans. 
This was officially disclosed today 
when the White House let it be known 
the peace conference In Paris is now 
working on four amendments to the 
covenant written by Taft at President 
Wilson's request 
The amendments have to do largely. 
it la said, with safeguarding the Mon­ 
roe Doctrine, one of the foremost 
points of contention between the Pres­ 
ident and Republican senators. 
Taft drafted his proposed amend­ 
ments shortly after President Wilson’s 
return to France. Before despatching 
them, however, he asked Secretary 
Tumulty to inquire of the President 
whether suggestions were in order. 
The 
President responded 
that he 
would be very glad to hear Taft’s pro- 
Totals. 
The amendments were then cabled 
the President through official chancels 
and the President personally acknowl­ 
edged receipt of them in a later com­ 
munication to Taft.

CHICAGO, Mar. 27.—More than a 
million members of the Modern Wood­ 
men of America, the largest fraternal 
insurance organisation in the country, 
had their rates Increased yesterday to 
meet the abnormal death losses re­ 
sulting /from the influenza epidemic 
which caused a reduction in the bene­ 
ficiary fund of the order from $12,000,- 
000 to $700,000. 
On the present membership the in­ 
creese is a flat advance of 50 per cent 
and all new members joining hereaft­ 
er fftll have to pay materially in­ 
creased rates. 
Even this Increase is said to be not 
a strictly actuarial adequate rate, but 
it was ae far as the membership could 
be induced to go at this time.

Judging from reports drifting back 
to Europe, America is now getting 
all the thrills of the old “blood-curd­

turning soldiers. They are the prod­ 
uct of one of the greatest rumor fac­ 
tories the world ever saw—the Al­ 
lied armies. 
The stories of the “horrible” condi­ 
tions at Brent, and of many men dy­ 
ing there are probably traceable to 
this curious feature of army 
life. 
Most of the stories which were 
so 
glibly spun to New York reporters 
probably originated on the boats en 
route to America. 
One man heard 
another tell someone of what some­ 
one else had told bim, and by 
the 
time the boat docked everyone 
on 
board was probably convinced that 
men were “dying like flies” at Brest. 
The record of the Brest camp, as 
described by a United Press corres­ 
pondent recently, after visiting Brest, 
disproved some of the stories. 
But 
"horror” 
stories 
will 
continue 
to 
reach America. 
The best off-hand 
explanation is probably found in the 
lack of communication) for individ­ 
uals in the army. 
As an example, imagine what would 
happen in your town if there were 
no 
newspapers; 
if 
conditions 
of 
threatening 
death 
constantly 
pre­ 
vailed}. if there was a big Are. or an 
explosion every night; lf you had 
no reep*as*Wty other than that of 
dping some particular job assigned 
to you, while someone else saw that 
you were fed and had a place to 
•leap. 
There being no newspapers, 
the only way you would have 
of 
learning what happened at these fires 
and explosions would 
be 
through 
what someone told you. 
By reason of the conditions under 
which the private soldier lives and 
fights, he is the more unreliable au­ 
thority to be found when it comes to 
learning wjiat 
happened. 
Rumors 
fly so thick and so fast that a ma­ 
jority of the enlisted men apparent­ 
ly soon becomes confused in what they 
saw and did. Of the hundreds of sold­ 
iers I have talked with very few' had 
anything to say of what they saw or 
did. 
It was always what 
someone 
else did. 
Another unusual thing in this con­ 
nection is how’ quickly a soldier picks 
up old time-worn fiction phrases when 
he gets in the zone of action at the 
front. For the past four years Amer­ 
ica has been fed on the greatest line 
of bunk and hog-wash in tho way of 
war fiction that the world has ever 
seen. It may then be assumed, that 
under the strained conditions 
under 
which the new soldier found himself 
living, his mind turned to the fiction 
phrases he had learned as a civilian. 
There are thousands of exceptions to 
this, of course, but in talking with 
soldiers you were likely to hear as the 
most frequent expressions: 
“wiped 
out;” “blood flowed like water;” “air 
was full of lead;” “advanced shoulder 
to shoulder;” “living hell” and so so. 
And it isn’t only soldiers that fall in 
to this.

President Edgerton has advised in 
a definite manner that the commis­ 
sion never has granted the company 
the right to increase local rates. Dr. 
Lester Keller of Yorba Linda, who 
last night was elected vice president 
of the county chambers, sent to the 
commission 
resolutions 
of protest 
adopted by the Yorba Linda Chamber 
of Commerce and received the follow­ 
ing reply: 
“San Francisco, Mar. 19, 1919. 
“Dr. Lester Keller, Yorba Linda, Cal.: 
"Dear Sir: Receipt is acknowledg­ 
ed of your communication of the 19th 
ulto., inclosing copy of resolutions 
passed by the Chamber of Commerce 
and Farm Center of Yorba Linda with 
reference to telephone rates. The rail­ 
road commission bas authorized no 
increase in rates, the new exchange 
telephone rates being authorized by 
Postmaster General Burleson, under 
authority which he claims to have. 
(Signed) 
“EDWIN O. EDGERTON, 
“President.” 
“The whole question resolves Itself 
Into this—do the people of Orange 
county want a system or do they want 
to fight the present company?” said 
Wood rough in his report. “The only 
possible way to secure a system would 
be through county-ownership. 
The 
railroad commission does not claim 
control over a municipal or county 
system. The logical thing would be to 
buy out the local system, if that could 
be done. The tendency of the time is 
to eliminate duplication of effort.” 
When asked if his report was meant 
to 
convey the 
impression that the 
matter should be dropped, Woodrough 
said that it did; that he did not see 
any necessity for the committee ask­ 
ing for further time. 
Protests came from various men. 
W. T. Brown of Fullerton told of 
the increased cost of service for his 
company from Fullerton to La Habra 
and Fullerton to Brea. The increase 
totalled $12.90 per month. He consid­ 
ered it prohibitive—that his lumber 
company could not afford to continue 
the service and yet could hardly get 
along without it. 
Should Organize if Possible 
“If it is possible to organize a coun­ 
ty system, we should start it now,” 
said Brown. 
W. L. Rideout, editor of the Placen­ 
tia Courier, told of the organization 
of a mutual system in .Lake county, 
where 
service is rendered to sub­ 
scribers in the mountains and in the 
valley at points as remote as forty 
miles from an exchange at the rate 
of 80 cents per month. The company 
is operating todny. 
H. A. Lake of Garden Grove entered 
vigorous objection to suspension of 
efforts to get relief through the organ­ 
ization of a company. 
“Country people in the vicinity of 
Garden Grove are taking out their 
phones, and when the country people 
discontinue their phone service the 
phone loses its greatest value to the 
business men. When the agreement to 
discontinue 
service was circulated 
among the farmers in my section, 165 
signed and only eleven refused, and 
they did so because they had sickness 
in the family at the time. I have made 
some investigation of mutual compa­ 
nies. and I find that at Dinuba, in this 
state, they have a system where 80 
cents a month covers the exchange 
cost, 80 cents of which is paid the 
telephone 
company for 
switching 
charges. The subscribers own their 
own 
phones, which 
cost about $20 
each. I don’t see why we should have 
to pay even $2.50 per month. 
At 
Dinuba the district is no greater than 
that of Orange county, and they have 
about HHK) subscribers where we have 
about 10,000.” 
“This question is of vital import­ 
ance.” declared Chas. Eygabroad of 
Anaheim- “Wa had good communica­ 
tion all over the county until the pe­ 
tition for the merging of the two com­ 
panies here was presented and grant­ 
ed. 
In some localities many phones 
have been removed, and it is reported 
that in some instances the percentage 
has been as high as 65 per cent. The 
hardship of the new rates, however, 
is on the ranchers. The increase does 
not affect the business men very 
much, lf the ranchers remove their 
phones, of what value is the service 
to the business men? 
“I feel tho county proposition is the 
only one bv which we can get around 
the commision. Let us organize. 
lf 
the Pacific wants to sell at a reasona­ 
ble price, let’s buy it. If it doesn't 
let’s put in a system. I believe we 
could get 90 per cent of the users to 
subscribe for the county system.” 
“Hog-tied” by Pacific 
“I don’t like to see this telephone 
matter 
die.” 
said William Belding. 
Farm Bureau representative on the 
joint telephone committee. “We had a 
system here that was not very strong, 
but it was sufficient to hold the Pa­ 
cific down- If conditions continue they 
will be worse than they were before 
the opposition company organized. 
The Pacific company has us hog-tied 
—are we willing to sit down and let 
the 
condition continue? No!

Orange county needs is a system con­ 
trolled by the people—otherwise we 
will continue to be hog-tied and rob­ 
bed.”

Wherever building industry organizations 
have gone into the subject, the conclusion 
has prevailed that no decrease in labor wages 
may be expected for some time to come, not 
until the general price level on living neces­ 
sities drops. The investigations of the econ­ 
omists in the Department of Labor, support­ 
ed by no less an authority than Prof. Irving 
Fisher, of Yale University, assert no marked 
reduction may be expected in building ma­ 
terial prices. Prof. Fisher asserts “we are on
